In reply I would say, when I came into 
office Jan. 3, '87, our jail contained 32 
priaonors, all tramps but throo. For 
several years our jail waa the;Florida for 
tramps; certain officers tried hard to see 
who could arreet the greatest number. 
Tho court seemed willing to commit all 
brought before them. Tho sheriff seemed 
to encourage the system and was anxiona 
to entertain all the tram ps brought in 
and there was no trouble to keap the 
jail full. 
Tho capacity ot our jail IB 


about 30; the record shows that &e nigh 
83 70 were in at one time. When I carce 
in there was no discipline in tne jail; the 
prisoners were all together outaide and 
inside. They had mere to say than the 
sheriff. I at once proceeded to separate 
thorn and locked them in the corridors, 
and kept them there. I took away from 
the tramp tobacco, cards and reading 
matter, and fed them as little as I dnred; 
and rofuaed to take in any unices regu- 
larly committed. The usual custom was 
to take in all who applied ancl commit 
them afterwards. When I discharged 
any prison era I gave thern all a severe 
lecture and told them if they oaT.o bauk 
as tramps 1 would .devise soma sehomo 
to make it still more unpleasant "or them; 
I also told them to say to their Jnende 
(tramps) that I was no friend of theirs 
and that I did not want any of them in 
the jail.'and if they came hero expecting 
to be pitied they would got left. In do- 
ing this I was carrying out the instruc- 
tions ot the county board and had not 
only the board at njy back but tho peo- 
ple, 
who have to foot tho bills; and the 


fact that I was doing right in discour- 
aging Ihe system has made almost o 
complete success of it; and now our of- 
ficers are doing all they can to keep ii BO. 
Then my course with tho tramps wau 
thoroughly talked up Dy the tajr. payers 
and it became very unpopular to arrest 
them for the fees, and ie getting more uo 
every day. Public opinion is very atrorj 
in favor ot my plan ot dealing with thi 
evil ai.d no one is in favor of the ol 
system except, perhaps, a few, and the 
do not amount to much. At first sotr 
would suy it you do not Jock them u 
they will 3ommit depredations, insu! 
ladies and raise the devil in general, 
still refused to

deal

Tne whole eys 
teoi'.can bo stamped out it the offiuers wil 
do their duty.

"I notice one significant fact about 


these ecbool-buildwg fires that Chicago 
has fceen eicited over for a feiv weeks 
past, every one of them was in a building 
boated by furnaces. In the ateam-heated 
buildings there has been no danger." 


The speaker was a well known member 


ot tho Janesville board of education. He 
was looking over reports ot the recent 
fires in tbo Irving school and tbe Vedder 
school, wtere disastrous panics were nar- 
rowly averted by cool-headed teachers 
In both cases the cause of the fire has 
been that tho furnace sagged or sunk 
away, leaving a crack between it and the 
cold air boi, und the hot air caused the 
wood to burn at that point. There is 
also trouble in the construction ot the 
buildings. Briok ie an excellent con- 
ductor of heat, and if tho cement has 
fallen from IboiaEide ot the smoke stack 
01 the furnace, and there is wood work 
tonohicg tho brick on the outside, which 
is more than probably the case in all th° 
hot air furnace heated buildings, then 
theheat penetrates through brick, chars 
tbe wood work, and it IB only a question 
of time when the building will take fire. 


The Chicago school board has now 


recommended that ihe heating apparatus 
in all tbe schools be changed from hot 
ail to steam as rapidly as possible.
